GENERAL   NOTICE.    OF   THE   CLUB. 

The  Hunterian  Club  was  founded  in  Glafgovv  in  the  year 
1 87 1  by  a  few  men  of  literary  tafles  who  were  in  the  habit 
of  meeting  each  other  frequently,  fometimes  in  one  another's 
houfes,  bat  more  often  in  the  "  back-fhop  "  of  one  of  the  local 
bookfellers,  where  many  an  interefling  fympofium  was  held. 

About  the  "  fixties "  of  laft  century  there  arofe  a  marked 
revival  of  the  tafle  for  reprints  of  the  works  of  authors  of  the 
16'''  and  17*  centuries  which  had  been  fo  prominent  about 
fifty  years  previoully,  but  in  all  the  later  fchemes  far  too  little 
attention  appeared  to  be  paid  to  fecure  exact  accuracy  in  the 
tranfcripts  of  the  original  text  of  the  authors  chofen  for 
reprint,  while  there  was  a  great  mixing  up  of  various  editions, 
and  a  conRant  overloading  with  editorial  notes  more  or  lefs 
relevant. 

After  long  and  anxious  deliberation  it  was  finally  decided  that 
there  was  dill  room  for  another  reprinting  club,  more  nearly 
on  the  lines  of  the  old  Glafgow  "  Maitland  Club  "  than  any  of 
the  recent  ones,  whofe  object  fliould  be  the  reproduction  of 
the  works  of  Scottifli  writers  of  Elizabethan  times,  its  motto 
being  more  particularly  a  pure  text,  taken  always  from  firll 
editions  when  obtainable,  and  fo  far  as  modern  appliances  lent 
themfelves  to  it,  giving  an  exact  rendering  of  page,  line,  and 
word,  with  the  illuflrations,  initial  letters,  &c.,  in  facfimile. 

For  the  new  undertaking  thus  propofed  to  come  into  being, 
under  the  fliadow,  as  it  were,  of  the  Univerfity  of  Glafgow,  which 
poffelTes  the  almofl  pricelefs  collection  of  manufcripts  and  printed 
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books  of  Dr.  William  Hunter,  bequeathed  to  it  with  the  rell 
of  his  general  collection,  now  known  as  the  Hunterian  Mufeum, 
it  was  believed  that  there  could  not  be  a  more  appropriate 
title  than  the  "  Hunterian  Club,"  and  fo  it  was  duly  chriflened. 

Some  of  the  early  conceptions  as  to  its  work  had  to  be 
abandoned  alraofl  at  the  outfet,  as,  for  inflance,  that  the  writings 
of  Scottifh  authors  only  fhould  be  reprinted,  further  inveftiga- 
tion  having  fhown  that  nearly  every  one  of  thofe  whofe  works 
came  within  the  fcope  of  the  Club  had  already  been  rendered 
more  or  lefs  acceffible  through  modern  reprints.  It  was  alfo 
found  that  many  of  the  Englifh  members,  who  had  joined  the 
Club  to  a  greater  extent  than  Scottifh  ones,  exprefled  a  flrong 
wifh  that  fome  at  leafl  of  the  iffues  fhould  confift  of  the  works 
of  Englifh  writers. 

Further  experience  alfo  flrowed  that  very  few  firfl  editions  of 
fuitable  works  were  to  be  found  in  Scottifh  libraries,  either 
private  or  public,  and  that  at  a  very  early  date  arrangements  for 
obtaining  thofe  required  from  other  fources  would  have  to  be 
made.  Through  the  good  offices  of  Dr.  David  Laing  applica- 
tions about  this  time  to  Mr.  S.  Chriflie- Miller  of  Britwell, 
and  to  Mr.  Henry  Huth,  of  London,  for  the  loan  of  fome  of  the 
extremely  rare  and  valuable  firft  editions  of  pieces  by  Samuel 
Rowlands  and  other  authors  in  their  fplendid  libraries,  v/ere 
cordially  entertained  and  mofl  liberally  granted.  It  is  not  eafy  to 
eftimate  how  materially  the  objects  and  work  of  the  Hunterian 
Club  were  facilitated  by  the  kind  and  open-handed  fpirit  fliown 
in  this  way,  not  only  by  thefe  gentlemen,  but  by  almofl  every 
other  owner  of  rare  books  whom  the  Club  found  it  neceffary, 
in  the  courfe  of  its  printing  work,  to  approach  for  funilar 
purpofes. 

Befides  private  owners,  feveral  of  the  great  Englifh  libraries 
were  known  to  be  the  poffeffors  of  defirable  early  editions,  and, 
in  fuch  cafes  alfo,  everything  was  done  by  the  authorities  of  thefe 
inflitutions  to  afford  all  needful  accefs  to  the  required  volumes, 
both  for  amanuenfis  and  for  photographic  work.

As  the  writings  of  a  Scottifh  author  which  had  never  been 
reprinted,  perhaps  owing  to  their  remarkable  rarity,  the  Poetical 
Works  of  Alexander  Craig  of  Rofecraig,  "  Scotobritaine,"  were 
felected  for  early  iffue,  largely  on  the  advice  of  Dr.  David  Laing, 
who,  on  their  completion,  wrote  an  intereRing  Introduction  to 
accompany  the  volume. 

Samuel  Rowlands,  a  writer  whofe  works  were  all  but  inacceflible 
to  the  fludent  of  Early  Englilh  literature,  was  alfo  chofen  for 
reproduction,  and  feveral  of  his  pieces  formed  the  earliefl  iffues 
of  the  Club.  In  the  FirR  Report  it  was  faid  regarding  him, 
"  For  the  Rudent  of  Englifli  hiRory  the  fide-lights  which  fuch 
"productions  as  thofe  of  Samuel  Rowlands  throw  on  the  under- 
'■  current  of  the  national  life  towards  the  clofe  of  the  reign  of 
"  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  during  that  of  James  L,  are  of  great 
"value.  His  works  abound  in  allufions  of  the  moR  intereRing 
"kind.     He  fatirizes  the  vices  and  follies  of  his  day  with  an 
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"  unfparing  hand,  and  there  feems  to  have  been  ample  fcope  for 
"  the  exercife  of  his  trenchant  pen.  His  references  to  places  and 
"  objects  of  interest  are  not  the  leafl  valuable  of  his  allufions,  and 
"what  Mr.  John  Payne  Collier  has  faid  regarding  his  'Hvmors 
" '  Looking  Glaffe '  may  with  equal  truth  be  applied  to  many  of 
"his  other  works  : — 'Some  of  the  fhort  productions  are  of  courfe 
" '  not  fo  good  as  others,  but  there  is  fcarcely  one  that  does  not 
"'fupply  fome  curious  information  regarding  places,  opinions, 
"'fafhions,  and  manners.'  Befides  being  a  writer  of  humorous, 
"  fatirical,  and  moral  poetry,  Rowlands  was  alfo  the  author  of 
"  various  religious  works,  and  one  of  his  hymns  was  printed  a  few 
"  years  ago  in  a  popular  magazine  as  the  befl  fpccimen  of 
"hyninology  belonging  to  the  clofe  of  the  i6th  century.  One 
"  of  Rowlands'  Tracts  was  edited  by  Sir  Walter  Scott,  who  was 
"  perhaps  the  firfl  to  recognife  his  worth.  J\'Ir.  Ulterfon,  Mr. 
"Collier,  Mr.  Halliwell-Phillips,  and  Dr.  Rimbault  alio  edited 
"  one  or  more  of  them.  The  originals  are  all  of  great,  fome 
"of  exceffive,  rarity,  and  in  no  library,  public  or  private,  hov.-ever 
'  rich  it  may  be  in  remains  of  Early  Englifli  literature,  is  there  a 
"  complete  collection  of  his  works." 

In  the  courfe  of  the  third  year  Thomas  Lodge  was  fixed  upon 
as  an  Englifli  author  whofe  works,  of  great  merit,  had  never  been 
republiflied  in  their  entirety.  Of  them  Dr.  David  Laing  wrote 
in  an  Introduction  to  two  of  Lodge's  pieces  reprinted  in  1S53 
by  the  Shakefpeare  Society  : — "  It  is,  however,  in  his  character  as 
"  a  poet  that  Lodge  perhaps  claims  his  chief  diflindtion.  It  may, 
"therefore,  be  hoped  that  the  plan  which  Mr.  Singer  in  his 
"Select  Early  Englifli  Poets  left  uncompleted,  may  yet  be 
"  accompliflied,  by  publilliing  the  whole  of  Lodge's  poetical  com- 
"pofitions  in  a  collective  form  ...  Sir  Egerton  Brydges  has 
"  paid  a  jufl  and  eloquent  tribute  to  his  genius  in  his  republica- 
"  tion  of  '  England's  Helicon,'  a  poetical  miscellany  to  which 
"Lodge  was  a  contributor  in  1600.  '  By  far  the  firil  of  thefe,'  he 
"  remarks,  '  are  the  compofitions  of  Dr.  Thomas  Lodge  and 
" '  Nicholas  Breton.  That  the  genius  of  both  of  thefe  writers 
"  '  was  not  only  elegant,  but  pure  and  unsophifticated,  and  far 
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"  '  above  the  tafte  of  their  age,  may  fafely  be  affirmed  ...  In 
" '  Lodge  we  find  whole  paflorals  and  odes  which  have  ail  the 
"  '  eafe,  elegance,  and  polifli  of  a  modern  author.'  " 

In  the  cafe  of  Lodge,  as  well  as  in  that  of  Rowlands,  the 
Hunterian  Club  has  fucceeded  in  giving  for  the  firfl.  time  to 
lovers  of  Elizabethan  literature  the  opportunity  of  poffeffing  a 
complete  collei!:"tion  of  his  works.  Had  it  been  found  expedient 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Club  for  a  longer  period  it  is  almofl 
certain  that  Nicholas  Breton,  the  author  referred  to  above  by 
Dr.  Laing,  would  have  been  the  next  to  be  taken  in  hand, 
although  a  limited  reprint  of  his  works  was  made  by  the  late 
Dr.  A.  B.  Grofart. 

At  a  very  early  llage  of  the  Club's  hiftory  many  of  the  Scottifli 
members  were  ur^'ent  that  a  complete  print  of  the  Bannatyne 
Manufcript  should  be  undertaken,  as,  though  this  famous  flore- 
houfe  of  old  Scottilh  poetry  had  been  conftantly  ransacked  by 
editors,  from  the  time  when  Allan  Ramfay  drew  the  contents  of 
his  "  Evergreen  "  from  it  onwards,  it  flill  remained  to  a  confider- 
able  extent  unprinted. 

After  much  hefitation  on  account  of  the  difficulties  involved  in 
the  nature  of  the  work,  it  was  decided  that  an  effort  fliould  be 
made  in  the  defired  direction,  permiffion  to  copy  the  whole  of 
the  four  hundred  clofely-written  folios  of  the  Manufcript  was 
obtained  from  the  Curators  of  the  Advocates'  Library,  its  pofleffors, 
a  competent  tranfcriber,  Mr.  Aimers,  was  fecured,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Macleod  of  the  Regifler  Houfe,  Edinburgh,  was  aflced  to  take  a 
general  fupervifion  of  the  tranfcription.  About  this  time  the 
Rev.  George  A.  Panton,  who  had  done  fome  good  editing  work 
for  the  Early  Englifli  Text  Society,  and  was  a  Member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Hunterian  Club,  went  to  refide  in  Edinburgh, 
which  placed  him  in  a  favourable  pofition  to  undertake  the 
editorfhip.  Moft  unfortunately,  within  a  very  fliort  period  Mr. 
Panton's  health  gave  way,  and  after  a  brief  illnefs  he  died,  to 
the  great  and  laRing  regret  of  his  friends  in  the  Council.  Only 
two  flieets  of  the  text  of  the  Bannatyne  Manufcript  had  then 
been  printed  off,  and  the  project,  begun  with  favourable  profpects 
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of  fuccefs,  came  to  an  abrupt  fufpenfion,  with,  apparently  at 
the  time,  faint  chances  of  its  refumption. 

Happily,  however,  a  way  out  of  the  difficulties  was  at  lall 
reached  through  the  kind  liberality  of  the  Curators  of  the 
Advocates'  Library,  who  allowed  their  precious  Manufcript  to  be 
depofited  in  the  office  of  the  Town-Clerk  of  Glafgow,  where,  with 
all  due  precautions  as  to  fafe  cullody,  it  remained  for  the  length 
of  time  during  which  the  prefent  writer,  who  had  taken  up  the 
dropped  editorial  work,  had  the  regular  and  conflant  accefs  to  it 
he  required  for  the  purpofes  of  collation  and  reference. 

From  this  time  onwards  for  a  confiderable  period  the  fcheme 
of  the  Club  was  carried  on  fuccefsfully,  until  another  interruption 
took  place  through  the  lamented  illnefs  and  death  of  the  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Treafurer,  Mr.  John  Alexander,  of  Menflriebank, 
Dowanhill,  who  had  acted  as  Treafurer  from  its  commencement, 
and  had  a  few  years  later  taken  up  the  Secretaryfliip  on  the  retiral 
of  Mr.  Alexander  Smith,  the  firfl  holder  of  that  office.  To  know 
Mr.  Alexander  was  to  love  him,  and  his  fellow-members  of  the 
Council  felt  his  removal  from  amongfl,  them  as  a  great  perfonal 
lofs.  With  his  withdrawal  from  the  active  bufmess  management 
of  the  Club  it  feemed  as  if  it  again  had  received  a  blow  from 
which  it  was  unlikely  to  recover. 

After  the  lapfe  of  a  prolonged  period  it  was  arranged  that  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  complete  the  iffues  flill  unfiniflied,  but 
that  none  of  thofe  writings  of  other  authors  originally  contem- 
plated for  iffue  ffiould  be  taken  in  hand,  fo  that  the  scheme  of 
the  Club  might  be  brought  to  a  conclufion. 

This  refult  has  now,  after  many  delays,  been  finally  accom- 
plifhed,  and  the  fixty-eight  parts  (or  Volumes,  as  many  of  them 
might  more  properly  be  defignated)  ilTued  by  the  Hunterian 
Club  will  remain  as  a  collection  of  pure  and  reliable  texts  of 
authors  whofe  works  have  hitherto  been  almofl  inacceffible  to 
booklovers  in  any  lliape  or  form. 

It  mufl  not  be  omitted  in  this  notice  to  acknowledge  the 
liberality  of  thofe  members  of  the  Club  who,  during  feveral 
fucceffive  years,  prefented  reprints  of  rare  books,  amounting  in 
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the  aggregate  to  over  700  pages  of  printed  matter,  befides  accom- 
panying engravings  and  facfimiles  of  manufcripts,  and  which 
reprefented  no  inconfiderable  gifts  to  the  members  on  the  roll 
for  thefe  various  years.

"The  Poetical  Works  of  Patrick  Hannay,"  1622,  with  an 
Introduction  by  Dr.  David  Laing,  which  was  prefented 
to    members    for    the    Third    Year    by    Mr.    Thomas 
Ruffell. 
"A  Theatre  of  Scottifli  Worthies,"  &c.,  1626,  with  an  Intro- 
duction by  Dr.  David  Laing,  which  was  prefented  to 
members   for  the  Fourth  Year  by  Mr.   Alexander  B. 
Stewart. 
It  flill  remains  to  mention  in  fome  detail  the  names  of  thofe 
gentlemen  who  have  been  affociated  with  the  Club  in  various 
ways.

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Panton  in  the  fecond  year  Mr.  Thomas 
Ruffell  took  the  vacant  place. 

In  the  third  year,  on  the  refignation  of  Mr.  Alexander  Smith 
from  the  Secretaryfliip,  Mr.  John  Alexander  became  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Treafurer. 

In  the  fourth  year  Mr.  Alexander  Smith  retired  from  the 
Council,  and  Rev.  James  Dodds,  D.D.,  took  his  place. 

In  the  eighth  year,  after  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Alexander^ 
Mr.  J.  B.  Murdoch  undertook  the  joint  offices  of  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Treafurer. 
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During  the  courfe  of  the  fame  year*  Mr.  Alexander  Young  and 
Rev.  Profeffor  Dickfon  died,  leaving  the  remaining  members  of 
Council — •

Mr.  J.  B.  Murdoch,  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treafurer. 

As  will  have  been  seen  from  the  previous  flatements  only  a 
very  few  of  thofe  who  were  originally  interefled  in  the  work  of 
the  Club  at  its  commencement  have  been  fpared  to  fee  its  final 
completion. 

On  the  fucceffive  Honorary  Secretaries  mofl  of  the  very 
confiderable  editorial  and  other  duties  have  fallen,  and  to  the 
lalt  of  them,  the  writer  of  this  notice,  not  the  leafl  of  his  cares 
has  been,  that,  owing  to  want  of  health  in  later  years,  the 
termination  of  the  iflues  and  general  winding  up  of  the  Hunterian 
Club  have  not  been  acconipliflied  at  a  confiderably  earlier  date.

All  the  known  Works  of  Samuel  Rowlands,  as  given  in  Mr.  Hazlitt's  Handbook, 
are  now  reprinted  by  the  Club,  with  the  exception  of  "  A  Theatre  of  Delightful 
Recreation,"  1605,  and  "Six  London  Goffips,"  1607,  of  which  the  Council  have 
been  unable  to  hear  of  any  copies  exifling;  nor  have  they  been  able  to  difcover 
the  firft  edition  of  "Dr.  Merryman,"  1607.  Failing  it,  they  are  indebted  to  the 
kindnefs  of  Mr.  Huth  for  the  ufe  of  his  copy  of  the  fecond  edition  of  1609,  fronn 
which  the  Club's  reprint  has  been  made.  The  rarity  of  this  fecond  edition  may  be 
underftood,  when  it  is  ftated  that  in  the  fifth  portion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Corfer's  fale 
(July  1870)  it  brought  ;^2i  los.  The  Council  would  ftill  be  glad  to  hear  of  the  much 
more  interefting  edition  of  1607;  and  (hould  it  be  found  within  a  reafonable  time, 
and  accefs  had  to  it,  they  would  not  hefitate  to  reprint  it,  relegating  the  fecond  edition 
to  an  appendix.  The  following  entry  in  the  "  Stationers'  Regifters"  (Mr.  Arber's 
"  Tranfcript,"  vol.  3,  p.  609)  points  to  the  fa6l  that  another  produ6lion  by  ROWLANDS, 
if  printed,  as  it  moft  likely  was,  has  dropped  out  of  fight: — 

"22  Maij  1617. 
"  Mafter  Pauier. — Entred  for  his  copie  vnder  the  handes  of  mafter  Tauernor  and  botli  the  wardens,  A  Poeme 
intituled  77;.?  .5;-;V/<r,  written  by  SamuellRowlande,  .  .  .  vjd." 

Perhaps  this  notice  may  lead  to  its  difcovery.

in  regard  to  ;i  General  Introduction  to  Samukl  Ro\VLANi)s'  Works,  the  Council 
are  in  fome  difficulty.  In  1815  Sir  Walter  Scott  reprinted  "The  Letting  of  Humors 
Blood  in  the  Head-vaine,"  for  which  he  wrote  a  fhort  Preface,  partly  of  a  particular  and 
partly  of  a  general  character.  Although  fince  that  time  much  has  been  written  on  the 
contents  of  the  Trafts  themfelves,  nothing  has  been  difcovered  of  a  biographical 
nature.  In  facl,  abfolutely  nothing  is  known  of  RoWLAND.s'  perfonal  hiftory;  and  this 
is  all  the  more  remarkable,  confidering  his  great  popularity  as  a  writer.  Failing 
other  arrangements  for  an  Introduction,  it  has  been  fuggefted  that  this  Preface  by 
Sir  Walter  Scott  be  reproduced,  with  a  Bibliographical  Index  of  critical  extra(5ls  from 
other  authorities.     A  Gloffarial  Index  and  Title-pages  will  alfo  be  given. 

Only  two  Trafts  by  Thomas  Lodge  have  been  reprinted  this  year.  This  arifes 
from  the  fafi;  that  the  Council  were  anxious  to  clear  the  way  by  finifliing  all  the 
ROWL.A.NDS  Tra6ls,  fo  as  to  be  enabled,  in  the  fucceeding  year,  to  give  greater  attention 
to  the  former  author.  Through  the  kindnefs  of  Mr.  S.  Chriflie-Miller  of  Britwell, 
the  Council  have  had  accefs  to  the  firft  edition  of  "  Rofalynde,"  1590,  and  to  the 
"  Hiftorie  of  Robert,  Second  Duke  of  Normandy,"  1591,  both  unique.  The  firfl  men- 
tioned, as  is  well  known,  is  the  work  upon  which  Shakefpeare  founded  his  charming 
play  "  As  You  Like  It,"  and  has  been  feveral  times  reprinted  from  the  fecond  edition 
of  1592 — in  Mr.  Collier's  S/iakr/pcare  Library,  1850,  and  in  Mr.  Hazlitt's  Shakefpeare 
Library,  1875 — while  the  firft  edition  has  never  yet  been  reprinted.  Mr.  Chriftie-Miller's 
unique  copy  unfortunately  wants  the  whole  of  Sheet  R,  or  4  leaves;  but  in  the  Club's 
reprint  this  miffing  portion  will  be  fupplied  from  the  fecond  edition  of  1 592.

In  regard  to  "  Rofalynde,"  it  may  be  noted  that  the  firll  edition,  1590, 
has  never  until  now  been  reprinted.  For  the  ufe  of  the  uniiiue  original 
(unfortunatelj'  imperfect)  in  the  Britwell  library,  the  CIuIj  is  indebted  to 
the  kindnefs  of  Mr.  S.  Chriftie-Miller.  The  deficiency  (Sig.  R,  4  leaves) 
has  been  fupplied  from  the  fecond  edition,  1592,  in  the  colle6lion  of  Mr. 
Henry  Huth.  "Robert  Duke  of  Normandy"'  is  alfo  reprinted  from  the 
unique  edition  of  1591,  in  the  Britwell  library. 

The  "Bibliographical  Index"  to  Samuel  Rowlands'  collected  Works, 
will,  it  is  hoped,  commend  itfelf  to  the  Members.  So  far  as  known,  all  the 
notable  points  to  be  found  in  Englifli  literature  relating  to  the  various 
productions  from  Rowlands'  pen  are  included. 

In  regard  to  "  Gu)-,  Earl  of  Warwick,"  the  Council  are  forry  to  have 
found  that  the  title-page  of  the  copy  in  the  Britifli  Mufeum,  from  which  the 
Club's  reprint  was  made,  is  fpurious — an  admirable  facfimile^and  that  the 
opinion  of  thofe  gentlemen  who  have  been  confulted  is  that  the  text  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  that  of  1679.  As  foon  as  accefs  can  be  had  to  a  copy  of  this 
latter  edition  (it  is  not  in  the  National  Colledlion)  the  point  will  be  verified, 
and  the  correct  title-page  will  be  iffued.  The  earliefl  edition  known  is 
that  of  1632,  in  the  Britifh  Mufeum,  but  it  is  much  mutilated,  and  is  fo 
ferioufly  imperfect  as  to  be  quite  unfit  for  the  purpofes  of  collation. 

The  Council  have  pleafure  in  announcing  that  an  Introduction  to 
Rowlands'  Works  has  been  undertaken  by  Mr.  Edmund  W.  Goffe,  who, 
there  is  no  doubt,  will  do  full  juflice  to  the  fubjed.     Mr.  Sydney  J.  Herr- 


tage  has  compiled  a  number  of  Notes  explanatory  of  the  numerous  contem- 
porary allufions  in  Rowlands'  Works,  and  alfo  a  Gloffarial  Index.  Thefe 
will  appear  with  the  iffue  for  the  Sixth  Year,  as  alfo  title-pages,  and  directions 
for  binding. 

The  part  of  the  "  Bannatyne  Manufcript "  now  fent  out  is  as  large  as 
the  two  previous  ones — an  earneft  that  the  work  of  printing  this,  the  mofl 
important  colleftion  of  early  Scottifli  Poetry,  is  making  fatisfa6lory  progrefs. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  regret  that  the  Council  have  to  notice  in  this 
Report  the  lofs  the  Club  has  fuftained  in  the  death  of  the  eminent  Scottifli 
Antiquary,  Mr.  David  Laing.  Although  not  direftly  identified  with  the 
Club,  he  neverthelefs  from  the  hrft  gave  it  his  influential  fupport,  and  it  is 
almofh  unneceffary  to  remind  the  Members  that  the  Works  of  Alexander 
Craig,  Patrick  Hannay,  and  Alexander  Garden  have  been  enriched  by 
Memoirs   and  Introdu6lorj'  Notices  from  his  fcholarly  pen.

Some   years   ago    an    Interim    Report    for   the   Ninth   Year  contained   the 
following  : — 

With  this  circular  Members  who  have  paid  the  proportion  of  the  fubfcription  afked 
for  the  Ninth  year  (30s.),  will  receive  a  voucher  for  the  delivery  of  the  Gloffary  to  the 
Bannatvne  Manufcript  (nearly  200  pages),  which  is  now  at  laft  finiflied  and  ready 
for  iflue. 

To  complete  the  work  of  the  Club  there  ftill  remain  to  be  iffued  title-pages  and 
contents-pages  for  the  volumes  of  the  Bannatyne  Manufcript,  facfimile-pages  of  the 
Manufcript  itfelf,  a  fliort  general  preface,  and  a  fcheme  for  binding.  The  printers  are 
now  engaged  upon  the  firft  of  thefe,  fo  that  no  long  time  will  elapfe  before  they  are 
ready  for  delivery,  as  part  66  (and  laft). 

When  the  laft  Report — that  for  the  Eighth  year — was  fent  out,  it  was  thought  by  the 
Council  that  the  outftanding  liabilities,  and  the  coft  of  completing  the  work  ftill  to  be 
done,  could  be  met  by  a  portion  of  the  Ninth  year's  fubfcription,  and  confequently 
only  30s.  of  it  was  afked  for.  The  number  of  Members  who  refponded  to  this  call 
was,  however,  much  lefs  than  had  been  reckoned  upon ;  while  the  printer's  bill 
(which  could  not  then  be  made  up  owing  to  the  ferious  and  long-continued  illnefs 
of  the  managing  partner  of  the  firm)  turned  out  to  be  much  heavier  than  had  been 
anticipated.

From  thefe  caufes  there  is  not  now  money  in  hand  to  meet  the  printing  of  the 
Gloffary — which,  of  courfe,  is  expenfive  work — and  for  that  purpofe  at  leafl  the 
balance  of  the  Ninth  year's  fubfcription  (12s.)  will  be  required.  The  Council  under- 
take, however,  that  what  flill  remains  to  be  done  to  complete  the  work  of  the  Club 
as  above  flated  will  be  met  without  any  further  call  upon  the  Members  than  this  fum. 

The  fubfcriptions  received  in  anfwer  to  the  requeft  made  in  the  laft 
paragraph  of  this  Interim  Report  were  comparatively  few  in  number,  and 
therefore  were  not  nearly  sufficient  to  meet  the  coft  of  printing.  In  fulfilment, 
however,  of  the  undertaking  then  given  by  the  Council,  the  material  required 
to  finilh  the  whole  iffues  of  the  Club  has  now  been  finally  arranged  and 
printed,  and  is  herewith  fent  out  to  the  remaining  Members,  i.e.,  thofe  who 
have  paid  the  amount  alked  (12s.),  and  without  further  cofl  to  them. 

An  opportunity  will  ftill  be  given  for  a  limited  period  to  former  Members 
who  may  wifii  to  fubfcribe  for  the  whole  iffues  of  the  Ninth  Year  (^2  2s.), 
or  for  the  concluding  iffue  now  made  (12s.),  but  after  a  fhort  time  the 
arrangement  which,  as  ftated  in  the  Eighth  Report,  had  been  made  with  regard 
to  previous  iffues,  will  be  carried  out  with  this  one,  "  f o  as  effectually  to 
prevent  any  of  the  Club  publications  finding  their  way  into  the  book  market 
as  remainders." 

After  the  accounts  are  made  up  a  copy  of  the  final  balance-fheet  will 
be  iffued.  It  will,  unfortunately,  fhow  a  very  confiderable  fum  due  to 
the  Honorary  Treafurer. 

It  now  only  remains,  in  this  the  final  Report  of  the  Hunterian  Club,  to 
take  leave  of  the  Members  who  are  ftill  on  the  roll,  with  an  expreffion  of 
regret  for  the  long  delay  in  the  preparation  of  the  material  required  to  wind 
up  the  laft  of  the  iffues,  for  which  the  Honorary  Secretary  alfumes  the  entire 
refponfibility,  but  at  the  fame  time  with  a  feeling  of  fatisfaction  that  the 
work   has  at   laft   been   brought   to  a   termination.
